Hello Jim, 

Thanks for chatting with me over the phone, below are the list of questions I could use 
some direction on: 

1. March 1", 2013 was the deadline for 2013 vintage RIN compliance, when will the 
submitted data be released to the public domain on EMTS? 

2. Regarding carry forward volumes: 

a. Based upon each category allowing for a 20% carry forward of the previous year's 
RINs into the next years mandate, does that limit of carry over for the industry match 20% 
of the mandated volume or is it based upon each companies actual volume for gasoline 
and diesel sold times the RVO%, and therefore could be different than the volumes 
specified in the final mandates. 

b. Does the 20% carry over limit apply to each of the 4 categories? 

c. Can an individual company carry over more than 20% and have two options: 1) sell 
any excess RINs over their 20% or 2) let R/Ns expire worthless? 

3. What is the timeline for the 2017 EPA proposal for the advanced and conventional 
categories (biodiesel was released last year)?
